| that the Government which raises 63 crores of rupees 
‘1 taxes and revenues a year should declare an estimate showing a surplus of 
only 4 lakhs, and that its financial condition be still considered satisfactory by the 
Secretary of State for India. Even these 4 lakhs are a fleeting item. If the 
expedition that is being led against Umra Khan of Jandol lasts any considerable 


time there will be no surplus but a very large deficit; indeed the mere mobilisation 
‘ofthe expeditionary force having been estimated to cost 15 lakhs of rupees. No doubt 


the exchange tells heavily on Indian finance, and makes its condition worse 
and worse. But under such circumstances no exchange allowances should be given 
to the European employés. With ‘the present outlook, who can deny that India 
ison the verge of bankruptcy? (The Azdd, Lucknow, of the 29th March, also 
refuses to put any reliance on the estimates given in the new Budget in view of the 
Chitral imbroglio.)

Thy 
London Pritning Press at Lucknow also charges Rs. 2-8-0 per page for printing 
papers for the Privy Council appeals of Oudh, though other presses are quite 
ready to do the same work at Re. 1-8-0 a page. That press too is neither. th 
biggest nor does it execute better work than other presses at Lucknow.
